The story of a drilling business dating back 70 years 


sy Robert F. Welch 


Pme*HERE are few lines of activity 
F in which experience plays such 
an important part as it does in well 
drilling. To the well driller knowl- 
edge of subterranean’ formations, 
which in = most localities can be 
gained only by experience, represents 
a business asset on which he leans 
heavily every working day. 

That's why it’s enlightening to ex- 
amine such a concern as the Clark 
Well Drilling Co., Stockton, Calif. 
This firm’s history dates back to 
I880, covering a span of 70 years of 
extended service to the community. 

Unique feature of the Clark story 
is the fact that each succeeding gen 
eration has improved on the success 
of the preceding one. Many ob 
servers might jump to the conclu 
sion that passing a business on from 
father to son could work only once, 
and then the chances would be good 
that the owner would fail to 
live up to his father’s standards. 

Not so with the Clarks. Robert L

Clark represents the third genera- 
tion, and he’s as progressive a mem- 
ber of the industry as can be found. 
He’s not content to rest on past 
laurels. His interest is in tomorrow 
rather than yesterday. 

This attitude is responsible for the 
high esteem in which the Clark name 
is held. They've always looked ahead 
and built for the future. Bob Clark 
isn’t smug about the reputation his 
firm enjoys. He’s out to improve that 
reputation by his own efforts. 

Any visitor to Stockton can be 
treated to a very telling demonstra- 
tion of how far drilling has advanced 
in the past 70 years. Bob Clark has 
in his possession the first drilling 
machine operated by his grand 
father. It’s a large auger attached to 
a metal bar with a cross piece which 
served as a hand grip. 

The present day Clark has turned 
from such primitive methods to an 
airplane which has seen extensive 
use in tracking down supplies. For 
drilling he uses a Star 71 rig pur 
chased in 1945. He also has a Howell 
machine which has been in service 
since 1911. 

Back in the early days Clark's 
erandfather didn’t have to go very 
deep to find water. At 25 feet he 
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could get a good flow almost any- 
where in the vicinity. After drilling 
with his hand-powered bit he would 
sink a 2-in. lead pipe for casing and 
run the upper end into the family 
kitchen. There a hand pump would 
be installed, a tin cup hung beside 
it, and the well-pleased customer 
would brag to his neighbors about 
his up-to-date water system. 

Today the average well depth is 
200 feet. Most farm wells yield about 
1,000 Gpm, although Clark drilled 
one to 110 feet which produced 2,400 
Gpm. 


Few Boulders Encountered 


Underground formations in 
Clark’s territory do not present 
the perplexing problems which are 


found in most other parts of Cali- 
fornia. They're mostly soil, hardpan 
and clay — with very few boulders 
and other obstructions to foul up 
the drilling operation. 

Clark averages from 60 to 75 feet 
per eight hour day. He has gone 
much faster, of course, as on the oc- 
casion when he went down 630 feet 
in only three days elapsed time. No 
casing was necessary, so he simply 
drilled without interruption until 
the well was completed. 

Other holes have gone to the op 
posite extreme. For instance, there 
was the time when he drove a 16-in., 
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10-gauge double casing into a shale 
formation with hydraulic jacks and 
it became shoe-bound. Before he got 
out of that one he used 100 tons of 
pressure on the jacks, a 20-ft. stem, 
114-inches in diameter with 800 
pounds of tools at the bottom, and 
finally pounded the casing through. 

Bob Clark does a great deal of 
agricultural work, and always takes 
the farmer’s needs into consideration 
before moving in his rig. Most of 
his wells are 14 inches in diameter 
and when this size is obviously 
needed to fulfill requirements he re- 
fuses to drill a smaller one. He fig- 
ures it’s better to forfeit the job en- 
tirely rather than run the risk of a 
dissatisfied customer. 

Clark and Chet Boatman, an em- 
ployee who has been with him since 
1944, also do a great deal of drilling 
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lor governmental agencies. Frequent 
ly, they run into unusual drilling 
problems. 

Take the time a machine had to 
be moved into a narrow alley to 
sink an air-conditioning well for the 
Sierra Theater in Stockton. First the 
tools were pulled in, then the rig was 
caretully backed into place with only 

few inches clearance. Finally, the 
operator had to climb over the ma 
chine in order to go to work. 


Rigs-up on Train Tracks 


Once when Clark drilled a well 
alongside a yard platform for the 
Union Ice Co., there was no place to 
set up the rig except directly over the 
railroad tracks. So that’s where he 
rigged up, and then railroad engi- 
neers decided that there was no time 
like the present for changing the 
tracks. While drilling went ahead 
on schedule, the ground was dug out 
by hand, the rig jacked up, and three 
sets of tracks replaced. 

When discussing the future of 
Stockton’s water supply, Clark is op- 
timistic. ‘here are many people in 
the area who feel quite the other 
way about it. Their main talking 
point is the fact that so many wells 


produce a mineralized water which 
makes them worthless. Clark has an 
explanation for this condition which 
dates back to his grandfather's time. 

In those days there were a great 
many wells drilled as deep as 1,500 
feet for marsh gas which was used as 
fuel. With the passing years the well 
casings have rusted away and gas 
seeps out now to contaminate near- 
by water supplies. The gas wells 
were never plugged, and many of 
them are located where nobody 
would expect them. Clark reports 
that they're present under the Hotel 
Stockton, the county court house and 
the county jail—among other loca- 
tions. 

Naturally, any water well drilled 
near one of these marsh wells won't 
give the desired results. The accepted 
procedure has been for those desir- 
ing good water to drill ever deeper. 
Frequently this is a bad mistake in- 
stead of the logical solution. As evi- 
dence, Clark cites the case of the 
Fiberboard Products Co., which had 
gone down to 900 feet in an effort 
to get good water. Since it was min- 
eralized at that level, Clark felt it

Clark considers his coms 
automobile. 
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Art Hammann, veteran Minne- 
sota driller, now has time to 
shoot billiards with his Owa- 
tonna cronies. After 37 years in 
the well drilling business, he has 
stepped down and placed the 
destiny of his contracting firm 
in the hands of two capable 
sons. 


N the rich agricultural region of 
southeastern Minnesota, driller 
Art Hammann of Owatonna can 
look back on 37 years in the water 
well drilling game. The past is full 
of the many interesting experiences 
he has had in building up a fine busi- 
ness. At present, he devotes his time 
to supervising Hammann Well Drill- 
ing Co. jobs and, in the future, he 
expects to see the firm grow and pros- 
per under the capable direction of 
his two sons, Ken, 28, and Don, 22. 
It was 1913 when Art Hammann 
got his first taste of water well drill- 
ing. Working as a helper for his 
uncle, Bill Hammann, Art gained 
valuable experience. He liked the 
drilling profession and, after eight 
years of training under the tutelage 
of his uncle, decided to go into busi- 
ness for himself. 
Art purchased two wooden No. 14 
Armstrong bandwheel-type rigs 
mounted on steel wheels and driven 
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Don and Art Hammana,

by single cylinder gasoline engines. 
At that time the rigs were pulled 
from job to job by a team of horses, 
and later with tractors. Several years 
passed before Art mounted the rigs 
on solid rubber tired trucks. 

The Owatonna driller operated 
these machines until 1946, when he 
bought a modern Bucyrus-Erie 22-W 
rig. A second 22-W was put to work 
last spring. 

Hammann’s two sons began their 
well drilling careers while still in 
school, getting practical experience 
in the field under the careful super- 
vision of their father. Both decided 
to follow in his footsteps. Ken was in 
the Army for 42 months during 
World War II. After being dis- 
charged in 1946, he went into part- 
nership with his father. Don, who 
was in the service for 18 months, 
made it a threesome when he joined 
the concern a year and a half ago.

The two 22-W’s are truck-mount 
ed, one on a 114-ton 1942 long-wheel- 
base Chevrolet truck, the other on a 
2-ton 1947 Dodge. Other automotive 
equipment includes a l|-ton 1946 
Ford panel truck, a %-ton 1938 
Chevrolet flatrack truck, and a 114- 
ton 1940 cabover Ford. 

With this lineup of equipment, 
the Hammanns serve a territory cen- 
tering in Owatonna and branching 
out within a 60-mile radius of the 
city. In addition to Art and his two 
sons, four other men are employed 
by the concern. Jewell Schwartz, a 
driller and helper, has been with the 
Hammanns for three years; Bob En- 
zenauer, a driller, and George UI- 
rich, a pump installation and repair 
man, both for two years; and Lloyd 
Rasmussen, a helper, for one year. 

The Hammanns are equipped to 
drill wells ranging from four to 16 
inches in diameter. About 75° of 
their annual total are farm wells, and 
the remainder are drilled for subur- 
ban homes, creameries, small factor- 
ies, and tourist cabins. The wells 
range from 40 to 500 feet in depth, 
depending on the location. 

Back in 1945, Art drilled 5-in. test 





holes for the Rock Island Railroad 
at Albert Lea, Minn. Since sand and 
gravel formations prevailed in that 
area, Company engineers wanted to 
check underground strata to deter- 
mine their bearing properties prior 
to the construction of a new depot 
and railroad bridge. Art drilled two 
test holes at each location to check 
footings, going down 135 feet at the 
proposed depot site and 50 feet at 
the bridge location. Results were suc- 
cessful, and the railroad bridge was 
built on the site in 1948. The pro- 
posed depot is still in the planning 
stage. 

If any one thing stands out in Art 
Hammann’s mind, regarding the ter- 
ritory in which his firm operates, it is 
the unpredictable drilling forma- 
tions encountered there. Generally, 
yellow clay is found from the grass 
roots on down to 20 feet. Blue “clay 
is hit next, the depth of this stratum 
varying with the location of the job. 
Quicksand, gravel, limerock, shale, 
and sandrock are also prevalent. The 
depth to a satisfactory water-bearing 
vein is unusually variable. 

For example, the owner of a chick- 
en hatchery at Kenyon, Minn., about 
30 miles from Owatonna, was having 
trouble with his 5,*,-in. well when 
he called on the Hammanns for help 
in the spring of 1917. Another drill- 
er had put down the well and quit 
with a weak vein of water in sand- 
rock at 253 feet. The well pumped 
the sandrock, causing frequent 
breakage of the pump rods.

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Well Water Used 
For Cooling Homes 


ap?

The Plumbing and Heating In- 
dustries Bureau reports that some 
owners of well-water cooling systems 
have found that the cost of cooling 
an eight-room house is as low as $40 
for an entire summer. 

Here is how a well-water cooling 
system operates: The water is 
pumped from the well by a pump 
powered by an electric motor. The 
same pump forces the water through 


coils. Warm air from the rooms is 
drawn to the coils by a fan which 
also forces the cooled air back to the 
rooms. It is customary to have a filter 
installed in connection with the 
coils. The effect of the filter is to 
clean the air before it is circulated 
in the rooms. 

Thermostatic controls make the 
system entirely automatic. The con- 
trols start the pump and fan when 
the room air reaches the point at 
which cooling is required. 

The only expense involved in the 
operation of a well-water cooling sys- 
stem is the cost of the electricity for 
the pumping of the water and the 
operation of the fan. Because a well- 
water cooling system has few moving 
parts, the maintenance cost is low. 


Seven New Wells 
Aid Daytona Beach 


*HILE several cities through- 
4 out the country are facing 
acute water supply shortages, Day- 
tona Beach, Fla., is completing an 
expansion program designed to care 
for its water needs for the next 15 
years. According to City Engineer 
Leseman, the project now underway 
at a cost of nearly $1,000,000 should 
be completed in early 1951 and will 
add 1,000,000 gallons per day to Day- 
tona Beach’s water supply. 

“That will give us a sufficient sup- 
ply to serve our needs at least for the 
foreseeable future,’’ Leseman_ said. 
Russell and Axon, consulting engi- 
neers for the $4,230,000 water and 
sanitary sewer program, estimate 
that the water project is good for 15 
years. 

The program includes a new field 
of seven wells, two under-river 
crossings, extension of distribution 
lines in the Ortona section, and ad- 
ditional equipment at the water

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Fisher Deseribes 
Water Well Tester 


— URE and conductiv- 
ity studies of well waters may be 
made with the new model WBT wa- 
ter well tester manufactured by Fish- 
er Research Laboratory, Inc., Palo 
Alto, Calif. According to the manu- 
facturer, the model WBT is designed 
to perform two separate functions. 
First, to provide detailed informa- 
tion with regard to the relative con- 
ductivity of waters encountered at 
various horizons in water wells. Sec- 
ond, to provide temperature infor 
mation at different horizons in wate 
wells. The readings are made 
with separate wiring circuits. 

In conductivity studies, a sensitive 
null type bridge circuit is used, op- 
erating from two 114-volt dry cell 
batteries. Actual resistance to the 
passage of the alternating current, 


two 
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offered by the water between the two 
electrodes, is read directly in ohms. 
In operation, the readings are ob- 
tained at any given interval in the 
water column, and are then plotted 
on graph paper against depth. The 
resultant curve accurately shows the 
relative salinity of the water at any 
depth in the well. 


Temperature Affects Conductivity 

Inasmuch as temperature changes 
can cause changes in the electrical 
conductivity of saline solutions inde- 
pendent of changes in the mineral 
content, it is essential for detailed 
conductivity studies that tempera 
ture corrections be made. For this 
purpose a temperature unit, a sensi- 
tive null type bridge operating from 
one 114-volt dry cell battery and em- 
ploying a resistance type thermom- 
eter, is also incorporated in the WBI 
water well tester. Readings are ob 
tained at various horizons in the well 
by balancing the bridge. These read- 
ings are then applied against the 
graph attached to the lid of the in- 
strument case and the temperature 
in degrees Centigrade obtained. 

In addition to the conductivity 
studies, temperature information is 
also valuable in any comprehensive 
well survey program. Temperature 
changes can often be used to delin- 
eate various aquifers contributing to 
the well. Further, temperature sur- 
veys can be made to locate the top of 
recently empl iced cement behind the 
well casing. 

The model WBT is equipped with 
1,000 feet of three conductor Neo- 
prene jacketed cable. However, any 
additional length of cable can be 
provided. The electrode assembly at- 
tached to the end of the cable is 
small, 34-inch in diameter, so that 
the danger of entanglement is mini- 
mized.

Texas driller agreed to drill a 
a well on a ranch at stated prices 
per foot, to a depth of at least 300 
feet with a maximum of 500 feet; 
leaving the well free of obstructions 
that would interfere with the flow- 
age of water.

300-ft. well or reasonable pay for the 
work actually done. The Texas 
Court of Civil Appeals upheld a 
judgment rendered in the driller’s 
favor by a lower court. (Mitchell v. 
Boyce, 120 S. W. 1016.) The higher 
court declared: ‘‘No time was speci- 
fied in the contract for the comple- 
tion of the well, and if appellant’— 
the owner—“refused an offer to dig 
another well, without additional cost, 
after the old well was stopped up, 
he breached the contract and is com- 
pelled to answer for such breach in 
damages.” 

The court concluded that the drill- 
er was entitled to judgment for the 
contract price of a 300-ft. well, and 
that therefore the owner could not 
complain that judgment was actually 
rendered for a somewhat smaller 
sum.

plant. Two 1,000,000 gallon storage 
tanks have already been completed 
and are in service. 

The new well field, being put in 
along the canal north of Volusia 
Ave., will be connected to the treat- 
ment plant by a 12-in. line running 
down Madison Ave. The line has 
been installed and tested, Leseman 
said. Four of the wells are already 
drilled and in service, he added. The 
two storage tanks, one at the main 
plant and the other at the Seabreeze 
plant, increased the Water Depart- 


) 


ment’s capacity to 3,325,000 gallons. 
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The Hammanns... 
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Ken Hammann moved the 22-W 
rig on the job, and went down to the 
next water-bearing vein with a 4-in. 
bit, expecting to reduce further if 
necessary. When the next vein was 
reached, however, the trouble had 
cleared up without the aid of 4-in. 
pipe. The well was finished at 474 
feet, and the pump reset. The owner, 
the Hammanns report, has experi- 
enced no further trouble with his 
well. 

A half mile away, Don Hammann 
drilled a 6-in. residential well. This 
one was finished in limerock at 96 
feet, and continues to yield a satis- 
factory flow of water. Unpredictable 
drilling country? 


Other Jobs Unpredictable 
Hammann also recalls other jobs 
in the area on which he had to drill 
to varied depths before hitting a good 


vein of water. In 1948 Don drilled 
a 6-in. standard pipe farm well near 
Bombay, Minn., using the 22-W. 
This well, 94 feet deep, had a static 
level of 30 feet. After the hole was 
completed in limerock, it was tested 
for flow and produced 900 Gph. Don 
was unable to lower it. 

Across the road, about 150 feet 
away, Bob Enzenauer handled a sec- 
ond job in 1948 with the 22-W. This 
well, 41%4-inches in diameter, was 
drilled through shale and finished in 
Shakopee sandstone. It went 180 feet 
to rock, was completed at a depth of 
270 feet, and had a static water level 
of 190 feet. Yet, this well yielded a 
flow of only 500 Gph! 

The Hammanns install pumps on 
about 806, of the wells they drill. 
The Myers line is the principal one 
handled, but other makes are in- 
stalled if the customer so desires. In 
addition to installing pumps, the 
company also services them. The 
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pump business keeps two men busy 
on this type of work alone. 

When it comes to operating hints, 
Art Hammann has one practice he’d 
like to pass along, this concerning 
the handling of pipe. The Ham. 
mann drilling crews use a 200-am- 
pere Lincoln arc welder on all jobs 
for joining lengths of pipe, a prac- 
tice Art feels has considerable merit. 

‘First of all,” he says, “we find we 
can use plain end pipe which is 
cheaper in price, an important fac- 
tor when it comes to cutting operat- 
ing expenses. Secondly, we find it’s 
just as easy to weld pipe together as 
it is to join lengths with couplings, 
and, besides, we find the weld is 
stronger. Finally, our experience 
shows that pipe drives and pulls 
easier when it is welded together.” 

The Hammanns are firm believers 
in the benefits of advertising. The 
company runs newspaper advertise- 
ments in The Daily People’s Press, 
an Owatonna daily, in the Photo 
News, a Steele County weekly, and 
in the newspapers in neighboring 
towns. They also do some radio ad- 
vertising on station KDHL, Fari- 
bault, Minn. Last Fall, the Owaton- 
na concern had one of its 22-W rigs 
and several Myers pumps on display 
at the Steele County fair. The ex- 
hibit had a far-reaching effect in 
bringing in new customers. 

Another factor the Hammanns 
have found useful in building up a 
successful drilling concern is that of 
never refusing the smaller jobs. They 
always find time to handle them. 
This policy often leads to the larger, 
more profitable drilling contracts. 

For example, Leo Skelton, a farm- 
er living near Waseca, Minn., wanted 
to have a dug well cleaned out, a 
small job but one the Hammanns 
agreed to handle. Water in the well 
proved to be contaminated, so the 
owner had the Hammanns drill a 
new well. This customer, in turn, 








recommended the Owatonna drillers 
to Alvin Kruger, another farmer in 
the area. 

The well on Kruger’s farm was 40 
years old, and was pumping dry. He 
called on the Hammanns for con- 
sultation. After looking over the 
well, the Owatonna drillers found 
the casing had rusted out and kept 
filling the well screen with sand. 
The farmer was told the facts, and 
promptly gave the Hammanns the 
“oo ahead” for a new well. 

Kruger’s well was located inside a 
pumphouse. Before Don Hammann 
could move in and set up the 22-W, 
the roof and south end of the pump- 
house were torn down so drilling 
could be carried on in the old well 
pit. This 4-in. job was finished at a 
depth of 174 feet, a 20 slot Johnson 
well screen installed, and the 
old pump was reset. 

True, these are only isolated ex- 
amples of how good-will on the 
Hammann’s part and favorable rec- 
ommendations by satisfied custom 
ers have combined to bring in new 
prospects and close sales. They are 
however, that the Ham- 
operatil formula is suc-

would be pure at a shallower depth. 
He sank another hole nearby, only 
150 feet deep, and got just the type 
of supply the company wanted. 

In addition to his drilling rigs and 
supply trucks, Clark owns and pilots 
a Cessna 140 airplane which practi- 
cally kept him in business during the 
war. His main supply source was at 
Fresno, Calif., 125 miles away. No 
amount of pleading by letter or tele 
phone could get him a supply of cas 
ing, but by going down personally 
he usually got what he was after. So 
twice a week he would leave at 7:00 


AM, transact his business, and be 
back in Stockton by 11:00 AM. He's 
also made frequent trips to San Jose, 
Calif., where a Peerless Pump Co. 
plant is located only two blocks from 
the airport. 

In 1946 Clark bought a half-inter- 
est in the Stowell Equipment Co., 
Stockton. This firm is run in part- 
nership with John Polanich, and 
Clark has found it to be a highly 
profitable venture. In addition to 
hardware, plumbing supplies and 
paint, the company handles pumps, 
sprayers and other agricultural 
equipment. A complete stock of 
windmill parts is carried, too. One 
customer has purchased 36 windmills 
for his large cattle ranch. 

The method which Clark has used 
to promote this end of his business 
is typical of the enterprise which he 
throws into all activities. He’s erect- 
ed a 40x 120-ft. building with 30x 
10-ft. showroom where it’s possible 
to do an adequate merchandising 
job. Everything on display here is 
for the farmer—there are no knick 
knacks for his wife. ‘The store fits in 
very well with his drilling opera 
tions, since those wishing to have 
wells drilled also use the diverse 
equipment he has for sale. And 
those who come in first for equip 
ment may become well customers.
